that the power of advertising has shown itself 
to be as effective in the field of numismatics as in 
influencing those seeking a headache powder or stomach 
pill. Take, for example, the 1955 Doubled Die Cent. 
Suddenly, from out of nowhere, it was "discovered", 
and the resultant bally-hoo was great enough to stir up 
So much interest in it that even the "Redbook" was in- 
fluenced into adding it to their latest edition. Now, the 
pressure has been so great on the 1960 Small Date 
Cent that Whitman, in desperation and indecision, has 
resorted to sending out a questionnaire to dealers and 
collectors to determine whether the aforementioned 
Cent should be added to their newest edition of the 
Guide Book. Some of the questions are quite revealing, 
especially the one inferring that the price of the 1960 
Small Date Cent is controlled by a small group of people. 
- Considering the false market that was created, and its 
recent price tumble--which is somewhat comparable to 
the op and fall of the 1929 Stock Market--what do you 
think 


In a recent issue of a national numismatic publi- 
cation, a correspondent informed them that he had a 
Doubled Die Cent (Ido not recall the exact date-- 
whether it was a '47 or a '49 or a '51). The noncom - 
mittal answer he received was, to me, quite revealing. 
Why was not the slightest show of interest shown in his 
coin? Could it be because there had been no such arti- 
ficial interest created for it such as the 1955 cent? 
After all, the 1955 cent has been bally-hooed up toa 
fanch price. Inasmuch as we know there are quite a 
few 1955 cents in existience, would you not think that 
a Single known copy of a certain date would create a 
greater sensation than rolls of the 1955 date. But then, 
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maybe the answer is that the hot-shot dealers would 
see no opportunity of playing around with a single coin. 
With rolls of 1955's, however, they can help each 
other to create quite a market; but a single coin -- nah

subject as the 1960 Small Date Cent. Now that the 
high-pressure boys have excited the amateur specu- 
lators into pricing it up to what appears to have been 
the peak, they are rapidly selling out as the bubble 
bursts. And the innocent speculators are desperately 
selling on a falling market like the sheep that were 
led to slaughter in the late lamented 1929 stock market.

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Comments on the 1909 vVpDB Lincoln Cents 
by Russell kulau 


This statement may come as a shock to many of you, will 
be resented by many more, and probably be totally dis- 
believed by a few others. Howere, here goes, and let 
the chips fall where they may. 


The 1909 S-mint VDB cent, in any condition except gem 
brilliant uncirculated, is not rare. [t is not even 
particularly scarce. Under Dr. Sheldon's system of 
rarity established in "Penny Whimsy" it would rate as 
common, 


Think about this for a moment — if you, the reader, 
whoever you are and wherever you may be, have the de- 
sire to possess this coin, and the weans wherewith to 
purchase it at the going market rate, you may do so 
quite readily by contacting any of many hundreds of 
dealers in the United States. The wait, if any, will 
be brief. You may eliminate the waiting period en- 
tirely by offering a bonus over and above the dealer's 
normal asking price. ke will promptly get it to you. 


Think back a moment, Have you ever attended any major 
auction which did not have at least one 1909 S-VDB cent 
in it? Have you ever dropped in to the local, friend- 
ly dealer in your home town and been unable to look at 
one? Have you ever seen a museum display or even a de- 
cent-sized private display which did not contain one? 
Ever get a price list through the mails that failed to 
offer at least one? Read the umismatist or the Tumis- 
matic Scrapbook or Nwmismatic News and try to find one 
copy that doesn't offer several. 


Even if you did not personally experience the thrill, 
have you never heard of one being picked from circu- 
lation, even in 1960 - 51 years after it was struck? 


If none of these questions penetrate to the proper 
depth I seek here, look at it another way. Wave you 
ever, personally, seen the matte proof 1909 VDB cent, 
whether it were in a private collection, on display at 
@& meeting or convention, or in a museum? then was the 
last time you recall seeing one advertised in auction 
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or price list? If you own one, would you sell it, 
right now for the Guidebook price? 


uch comment could be made on similar comparisons, but 
this example will suffice: look at the mintage figures 
in your Guidebook for the 1909 S-vVDB cent. ‘Then look 
at the proof figures for the 1909 YoR cent. Mere words 
could not possible impress more than this, 


The surviving 1909 VDB matte proof cents are unquestion-e 
ably rare, although not expensive. ‘The surviving un- 
circulated (I except brilliant gems again) 1909 S-VYDB 
certs are quite common, althovgh expensive. ‘The rea- 
sons for this paradox of rarity and price lie solely 
with you, the average collector. You insist on col- 
lecting a series of dates and mintmarke of all Lincoln 
cents. Sooner or later you have to pay the piper end 
buy the 1909 S-VDB. You may find one by searching 
through enough rolls and bvags for a long enough time, 
but most likely you will buy it, at whatever fantastic 
price tag is attached to it by the time you're ready. 


Every day new coin collectors by the score are joining 
the fraternity of numismatics. The great majority are 
following in your footsteps. So many, in fact, are be- 
coming coin collectvurs that many hundreds of present- 
day collectors are turning dealer (most of the hip- 
pocket variety) and themselves profiteering on the un- 
initiated. Since you, Mr. Collector, are responsible, 
for the cost of the 1909 S-VpB cent, it is only you, 
Mr, Collector, who can bring its cost down, 


How? The answer is not easy, but it should be obvious. 
A boycott would not work, because the horde of inves- 
tor-profiteers, many of whom are reading this article 
now, would quickly buy up any and all offered if the 
price dropped even a little. Then, too, numismatists 
are rugged individualists, and seldom if ever would 
cooperate with one another to an effective extent. 


Perhaps there are other solutions, and if so I fer- 
vently pray someone will step forward with one, [I of- 
fer this solution to any who will heed, lacking a 
better one. 
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By no means stop collecting) One bitten by the coin- 
bug, you probably could not anyway, but even if you're 
tempted, read on a little further. 


Stop your search for the elusive 1909 S-VpB cent and 
Change your collecting habits entirely. Stop looking 
through thousands of rolls of cents, impairing eye- 
sight and the happy family atmosphere that used to pre- 
vail before that Whitman folder slipped into your book- 
case. Sit back, relax, and start, for the first time 
for many of you, to be a coin collector. Take up an 
entirely different interest in collecting, 


What shall I collect, you ask? Before the San Fran- 
cisco mint struck the now-famous 1909 S-VpB cent, by 
conservative estimate some half-billion different types 
of numismatic emissions were put forth in this little 
world of ours. For those of you who consider it un- 
patriotic to add something "foreign" to your collection, 
there are a host of American coins, medals, medallions, 
tokens, counters, decorations, badges and wnat-not that 
are not being profiteered in right now. 


If you have a little more adventure in your blood, 

there are the ancients. The coins and medals of Greece, 
Rome, Carthage, Zeypt, Fersia, India and China can be 
had for far less, on the average, than the cost of the 
1909 S-VDb cent. A person embarking on a collection of 
the Roman Emperors has a lifetime of pleasure before 
him, and undoubtedly less expense, 


The coins of the modern world offer many fascinations, 
and many rarities can be had without that great buga- 
boo =- excessive cost. The ynglish tradesman tokens of 
the 18th and 19th Centuries, sometimes called Conder 
Tokens, offer a largely unexplored field. The German 
metal Notgeld of the early twenties of this century al- 
so offer a lifetime of study and pleasure, at amazingly 
low cost, 


The scholarly collector has a ready-made field for hin- 

self — the coins of the Middle Ages. These coins are 

today the least understood, most-seldom catalogued of 

any major series. What a world of fascination there 

is opened to the proud possessor of an inglish silver 
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penny of William the Conqueror; a vase silver bracteate 
of Fenry the Lion of Saxony; the silver Dirhem of the 
Sassanian Fire-worshippers of persia; the gold stater of 
the White Hun conquerors of jjorthern India} jot too 
long ago, for $31.00 in American sreen I purchased 

these last four specimens, 


The early United States large cents, half-cents and 
silver dollars offer a field in which rarities abound, 
competition is less (but keen), and cost is adjusted 
to rarity. kere a rarity orings its true value, and 
the possibilities of speculation dim. 


Still interested in getting that 1909 S-VDB cent, mr. 
Collector? Go to it} knock your brains out in the 
rat-race. When you buy it, which won't oe long if you 
have or can borrow the money, you will then have that 
urattainable pinnacle of numismatics - a complete set 
of Lincoln Cents] You and at least a quarter-million 
others, but prooably not more tzan a half-million, 


If you change your collecting interests, and enough of 
you stop the eternal hunt for Brenner's Folly, you will 
find new vistas of enjoyment within numismatics - the 
honest, hard-working, informed dealers wiil bless you = 
your collecting friends, after a bit of disdain at 
first, will adwire you. And somewhere in these 50 
States, a lot of the get-rich quick boys are going to 
be stuck with unsaleable 1909 S-VDBS. Perhaps they can 
sell them to one another. 


One parting thought. If there are still coin-collectors 
in 3000 a.D., I wonder how muck value they will attach 
to the 1909 S-VDB cent? Do you suppose they night ate 
tach a higher price-tag to the 1926 Oregon Trail half 
dollar, merely because it contains a wasterful por- 
trait of an Indian?

that the question of which is the high- 
@st priced U.S. coin will be answered in the 
very near future. I have long thought it would 
be interesting to poll a large number of nu- 
mismatists to see which coin they favored as 
the one they would most like to own. Whether 
the poll-winner would also bring the highest 
price at auction creates an intriguing ques- 
tion. This, of course, pertains only to those 
coins still available for purchase, and not 
those in museums which are lost forever to 
collectors. 


Because of the great publicity they 
have engendered, the two leading contenders 
are possibly the 1804 Silver Dollar and the 
1913 Liberty Head Nickel. They might, how- 
ever, have stern competition in the race from 
a Brasher Doubloon or an 1822 $5.00 gold piece, 
which, as the Red Book states, is "considered 
the rarest regular issue coin of the entire 
United States series". There might be, of 
course, other worthy competitors. 


In the recent Fairbanks sale, the Davis- 
Hale specimen of the 1804 Silver Dollar sold 
for $28,000. This is the highest price ever 
paid at auction for a single coin. Everyone 
had no sooner caught their breath and settled 
down when Abe Kosoff stirred up another storm. 
He announced that the Hydeman Collection sale 
at the Numismatic Association of Southern 
California's March convention would feature 
not only the Idler specimen of the 1804 Silver 
Dollar, but that Mr. Hydeman had agreed, very 
reluctantly, to include his specimen of the 
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1913 Liberty Head Nickel in the Auction. 

Phew! Now the battle is on. It will be very, 
very interesting to see whether the Idler spec- 
imen of the 1804 Silver Dollar surpasses the 
record $28,000, and whether the 1913 Liberty 
Head Nickel will surpass both -- or neither.

Silver Dollar. H-m-m-n! But then, I don't 
know. I would kind of like to own a Brasher 
Doubloon. 


that the offer of Congressman Kenneth J. 
Gray (D-Ill.) to introduce a bill into Con- 
gress at the next session which would make 
it illegal to alter the dates or mint marks 
of United States coins and to sell or attempt 
to sell such coins deserves a sincere expres- 
sion of gratitude from the coin collecting 
fraternity. Everyone has been dismayed at 
the failure of the A.N.A. to muster up enough 
influence to procure the passage of such legis- 
lation. Neither can anyone understand how the 
United States government can countenance such 
bare-faced fraudulence and the subsequent 
Swindling of innocent people, who need as much 
protection from counterfeit coins (which, in 
truth, altered coins are) as from counterfeit 
paper currency. Until such trickery becomes 
officially illegal, heaven help the poor work- 
ing girl and the innocent purchaser of an al- 
tered 1914=D or 1931-S. On second thought, 
however, the poor working girl doesn't seem 
to need much protection these days. Times 
have changed since Mother was a girl!

that one of the most interesting facets 
of our hobby is the little known -- but oft- 
times fascinating -- vignettes of history 
which so many coins reveal to the inquisi- 
tive. F'rinstance -- the coinage of Lundy, 
a tiny island off the coast of England. 
Its complete coinage consisted of a # puffin 
piece and al puffin piece. This singular 
denomination was derived from the Puffin, a 
sea bird found in great numbers on that 
island. The Puffin is shown on the reverse 
of each coin, with the obverse displaying a 
portrait of Martin Coles Harman, a London 
businessman, who purchased the island in 
1925 for approximately $25,000. In 1929 
Harman issued this set of two coins, but 
his coinage was short-lived. Great Britain 
did not think much of the idea, for in April 
of 1930 he was ordered to desist and fined 
for issuing unauthorized coins. The coins 
were never acceptable in general circulation 
and remain today only as an interesting col- 
lector's item.

that the United States government is 
being pretty coy with the 1943 steel cents. 
They are very uncommunicative about any pos- 
sible designs they might have concerning 
them. Although, officially, the coins have 
not been recalled, whenever they fall into 
government hands they are tossed into the 
melting pot. That is why the 1943 steel 
cents are -- shall we say -- melting from 
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view. This action may someday affect the 
cost for a steel cent, but should not, how- 
ever, affect the price of steel:

that Great Britain is up to no good in 
the world of numismatics. Not only have they 
banished the farthing, a time-honored denomi- 
nation which is even mentioned in the Bible, 
but the Royal Mint is playing around with the 
idea of making money of -- plastic. This may 
be economically sound, but it sure is numis- 
matically degrading. On second thought, this 
may not be economically sound. Can it be 
that Great Britain is caught in such finan- 
cial difficulties that they find it necessary 
to debase their coinage? History is filled 
with examples of countries who were forced, 
through economic difficulties, to lower the 
intrinsic value of their coinage with the use 
of such materials as porcelain, zinc, steel 
and even cardboard. Let us hope this is not 
the case with Merrie Olde England. Just to 
reassure everyone, perhaps they could sprin- 
kle diamond dust throughout the plastic coin. 
This would not only increase its intrinsic 
value, but would make it sparkle even more 
than proof coins. With a pocket full of 
these, one could be very disdainful of proof 
coins. Wouldn't have to worry, either, about 
fingerprints or condition.

that the scourge of altered dates was 
a heavy enough burden for coin collectors to 
suffer without the latest form of torture to 
be inflicted on them. Now they are threaten- 
ed by a liquid that has just been put on the 
market that will bring out the dates on worn 
down coins. That's right. Yq can take a 
coin so badly worn as to no longer show the 
date, and by treating it with this liquid, 
bring the date back to show plainly. This 
resurrection is a cute trick, as long as it 
is acknowledged as such. But in dishonest 
hands it can create the same sort of havoc 
as an altered date. There is quite a differ- 
ence in price between a coin whose date is 
worn off and on» whose date shows. In cer- 
tain coins this difference in price could be 
very noticeable. The experienced collector 
would undoubtedly be able to spot the leger- 
demain, but wo, the poor unwary novice. Look 
Out boys, start checking your dates!

that it certainly is difficult to deter- 
mine how big-time collectors arrive at a stage 
of desirability for a certain coin, and sub- 
sequently force the price up to astronomical 
figures in order to acquire it. Scarcity 
would seem to be the obvious answer, but such 
1s not the case, as is repeatedly proved at 
many of the outstanding auctions. Therefore, 
it seems reasonable to assume that good old 
ballyhoo and the power of advertising is the 
determining factor. Take the 1804 Silver 
Dollar -- “The King of American Coins". Why 
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is it? There are scarcer U. S. coins. After 
all, there are several 1804 dollars available 
'for purchase. On the other hand, there are 
"“Imique" U. S. coins -=- only one available -- 
which demand no such price as the "1804" 
brings. At the recent Fairbanks Collection 
Sale, one of the available 1804 dollars brought 
$28,000 -- the highest price ever paid for a 

' coin up to that time. Yet, in this very sale, 
an 1866 Silver Dollar Without Motto, in bril- 
liant Proof, was also offered. This is the 
Only known copy, and perhaps the rarest of 
U.S. silver coins. Only the 1873 "cc" No 
Arrows Dime is on a par with it. Neverthe- 
less, it sold for “only” $13,000. How do 

you figure it out?

“AN INTRODUCTION TO CIVIL WAR TOKENS - SUPPLEMENTARY 
NOTES" by Russell Rulau, SDNS 583 
(Continued from last month) 


Perhaps we of today will never quite understand all the 
whys and wherefors of the scarcity of small change during 
the war, but it existed and was the underlying motive for 
the issuance of Civil War Tokens. 


The tokens were unhesitatingly accepted by everyone dur- 


ing 1863 and early 1864 - to a far greater extent than 
were the government-issued fractional currency notes, 
When their use became illegal, some merchants redeemed 
their own tokens, I have never read a s&tisfactory ex- 
planation of the exact extent of redemption, but no doubt 
many people were "stuck", especially with the Patriotic 
pieces which named no issuer, 


Many were absorbed by the coin-collecting fraternity of 
that day. These tokens were collected as early as 1863, 
and to these early collectors we owe a large part of our 
present EF and UNC specimens. Many others found their 
way into the traditional American family box of old coins, 
and these were largely well-circulated. 


The die work on these pieces in many cases is good - 
better than on US coins of the period. In most cases, 
though, it is mediocre or even poor, The emissions of 
the Scovill Mfg. Co. of Waterbury, Conn. are consistent— 
ly of a high order and their Indian and Liberty head 
designs are of exceptional workmanship, 


The collector who passes the amateur standing in this 
field soon can recognize the die-work of various firms 
readily, as there is wide variance, Generally speaking, 
the die-work of the Patriotic series of the New York Man- 
ufacturers is the worst, although there are many except- 
ions. The Midwestern issuers generally fall between the 
Waterbury and New York strikers in quality. 


Civil War Tokens were a true circulating medium, very 


little affected by (at least before mid-1864) by numis- 
matists, medallists or other esthetes., The devices and 
mottoes were a reflection of the intense patriotism of 
the period, That the South did not also produce similar 
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tokens was due more to lack of metal and industrial capa- 
city than lack of patriotic fervor or the need of small 
change. 


Certain cent-size campaign medallete of the Campaigns of 

1860 and 1864 are often confused with and included in 

the cabinets of CW tokens. These mainly picture the pres 
idential aspirants of the period (Lincoln, Douglas, Bell 

and Breckinridge in 1860; Lincoln and McClellan in 1864), 
There is evidence, however, that these medallets did acte 
wally circulate as cents along with the Patriotic issues, 
although they were not necessarily so intended. The Fuld 
list these in PCWT, along with several other questionable 
monetary substitutes. This writer finds no quarrel with 

such inclusion - most of these pieces are scarce and de~ 

sirable and are clearly of a Civil War background. 


The field of CW tokens has not received the attention 
that most US coin series or the Jackson-era tokens have 
received. Partly this is due to the extent of the sub- 
ject - partly due to the relative low cost of the pieces. 
Both objections are being overcome, however, The extent 
- Can now be fairly well determined, and the prices are 
rising steadily. (let us fervently hope that CWTs are 
never offered by the roll. ) 


Collectors in the Midwest and the East have an obvious 
advantage over we of the West; the material is largely 
located there now, and those collectors who insist on 
having a “local look" to their accumulations can concen- 
trate on their own state, 


While there were no true Civil Yar Tokens produced in 

the West, certain issues of tokens did emanate from var- 
ious merchants during this same period, The issues of 
two import companies of San Francisco of the early Six- 
ties - Weil & Levi and Thurnauer & Zinn - may have served 
the purpose of small change, although they are generally 
considered game counters, 


Then there is an entire series of anonymous tokens of 
California dated from 1847 to 1852 whose purpose is some- 
what obscure, but which may have circulated as fiat to- 
ken currency in those days of scarcity of all forms of

Finally, the California gold dollars, half dollars and 
quarter dollars seem to have circulated freely through 
the Civil War period, when the San Francisco Mint was 
operating at a low output rate. By an extension of the 
term "Civil War Token" to include all token issues pro- 
duced during or used in this period (1861-65), California 
could claim several distinct issues, 


The collector of CW tokens will encounter many diffi- 
culties at first, because literature on the series is 
scanty, and the material itself is rather difficult to 
obtain. Dealer's stocks are generally limited to a few 
dozen specimens at a time, thus making it rather hard 
to build up an extensive collection in a brief period. 


It must be stressed that the collector who aims for com- 
pleteness should avoid this series. Some }1,000 varie- 
ties are known, and this total undoubtedly will increase 
as new combinations of dies, new die varieties and poss- 
ibly some previously=-unpublished new types are discovered. 
The best that can be achieved in the lifetime of the 
average collector would be to complete the Patriotic 
series (some 1500 specimens) or all the coins issued by 
tradesmen of one particular state. 


Raymond Haggenjos' "Indian Civil War Tokens" has now 
been reprinted in booklet form and is available for 75 
cents, It will be helpful to a collector desiring to 
specialize in Indiana tokens, The second edition of 
PCWI, containing corrections and additions, has also re- 
cently made its appearance, By the time this is read, 
George and Melvin Fuld's long-awaited pamphlet on CW 
store cards will have made its debut. 


The authoritative, yet inexpensive, literature on this 
subject is increasing, With the advance in knowledge

last summer I had a rare opportunity for a trip which, 
I guess, all boys dream of taking. I worked my way 
down to Peru, Panama and Costa Rica as a seaman on a 
Panamanian feighter. Among other things I was raring 
to jump on some of that South American silver, 


I shipped out on August 24, 1960. There were eight 
hours of work a day on board, but by the end of the 
ten-day trip southward it was well known to all hands 
that I was a "“Humismatico", 


The ship anchored in a small fishing village in the 
northern part of Peru, which could compare, favorably, 
with the worst quarter of Tijuana, After the usual 
eight hours of deck work and a quick review of my Rein- 
feld, I was off to see Piata, The first person I met 
was a Peruvian teenager about my age. After getting 
acquainted, I asked him what he thought of the old sil- 
ver possibilities thereabouts. My friend said, “Quien 
Sabe? Vamos," -—- so we went knocking on the doors of 
some old buildings. At one of these edifices he re- 
turned from inside, asked for 30 sols ($1.25) and men- 
tioned “Mil echociento viente." Before I could tran- 
slate that, he returned and handed me an 1820 Carolus 
IV 8 Real piece, That was the first of my adventures 
and the first piece to my new crown collection, 


Iater in this village I met an old man, who invited me 
into his home and showed me a large bank kag full of 
crowns from all over South America, I bought an 8 Real 
cob from him and he later gave me a large silver sol as 
a gift. 


A few days later I flew to Lima, Peru. In this magni- 
ficently beautiful old city I found even more numis- 
matic delights. After visiting dozens of jewelry shops 
(and there were a multitude of them), I found silver 
from many other South American countries and Mexico. 
Gold coins were in great supply from all over the world. 
After several days in Lima, I flew back to Piata where 
the ship was preparing to sail to Panama,

In Panama City and the canal Zone I searched for more 
old silver. Panama Balboas were all I came up with. 
fhere was one coin shop and money exchange in downtown 
Panama where I stopped several times, But no coin 

shop on earth can interest me as much as searching out 
the coins in unmarked stores and from new acquaintences, | 
fhe jewelry stores all had some American gold coins but 
very little old Spanish silver, This seems strange as 
during the 16th and 17th Century, the Spaniards brought 
their gold and silver by ship up the west coast of 
South America and transported it across the Isthmus 

of Panama to ships on the Atlantic, and on to Spain, 


From Panama the ship went to Costa Rica for more fro- 
gen tuna, Although I traveled from the coast to the 
capital, San Jose, I was unable to find any old coins 
from this beautiful country. 


I have been talking a great deal on my numismatic ade 
ventures, however it was not this reason alone that 

made my trip interesting and exciting. Seeing and 
understanding the people, visiting the different lands, 
sailing the sea, making new friends, and enjoying their 
company all added to it. The thrill of being alone 

and free in a big strange world cannot be described. 

It was a very gratifying trip and as I look at my many 
fine coins, I relive many happy memories and experiences,

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"THE BEGINNING OF THE END* 
fom McDaniel 


When a person begins with coins they usually start with 
Lincoln cents, Collecting this type of coin is usually 
quite easy except for the key dates. A person obtains 
rolls of them at the bank or at the neighborhood mar- 
ket and retires for awhile in the evening to look 
ever his hoard of cents for the dates he needs in hig 
collection, About all he would need would be a coin 
board and the persistence to keep at it unless his 
eyes gave out on him, He may, if he is lucky and 
keeps at it long enough, complete a set of Lincoln 
cents, And if he does give up, all he would lose 
would be the few cents for the coin board. He would 
no doubt gain this value and more in the fun of sort- 
ing out the dates, He is lucky in finding quite a 
few dates at firet and then the number found usually 
starts to taper off and then almost stops altogether. 
It is at this point a few people start to lose interest 
in coins. If the collector can pass this stage of 
the game, he has won part of the battle. later the 
coins become harder and harder to obtain and it may 
be necessary to contact a dealer and possibly another 
collector for help. 


A good idea for the beginner is to associate himself 
with the local coin club. This way he has the oppor- 
tunity to meet other collectors in the same boat he 
is in. He also can meet advanced collectors and deal- 
ere, hear discussions and talks on coins, Possibly 
after he completes his Lincoln cent collection he may 
want to go ahead into more advanced numismatics. He 
may choose to go on to nickels, dimes, quarters and 
maybe even half dollars. There are numerous fields 
in coin collecting to follow such as some of the fol- 
lowing: large cents, half cents, half dimes, silver 
and nickel three cents, commemorative coins, dollars, 
old currency, two cents, fractional currency, and 
numerous other fields directly connected with the 


usage of money. 


Commemorative halves were first produced in 1892 to 
honor the Colwmbian Exposition in Chicago. Since that 
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year fifty types of these coins have been minted. This 
number includes the Queen Isabella Quarter of 1893 
and the lafayette Dollar of 1900, 


These special coins are minted to commemorate events 
or to help pay for monuments or celebrations that 
commemorate historical persons, places or things. To 
obtain a complete set which contains al] mint marks 
and types there would need to be 1+ coins, 


fhe number minted in any one year ranges from 2,003 

to over the two million mark, and the value from about 
$1.75 to almost $200.00. Commemorative halves are 
usually sold at a higher value than the face value 

and gradually increase in value over the years, These 
very interesting pieces show a wide range of subjects 
and designs. A lot of history is shown by a type set 
of commemorative coins, 


Commemoratives are authorized by Congress upon special 
application by the group sponsoring the celebration, 
No commemorative halves have been issued since 1954 
and it looks like there won't be any issued in the 
near future, 


Mint Sets are sets of uncirculated coins from each 
mint of each denomination, They can be the sets made 
up by the Treasury Department or made up by dealers. 
These sets are nice additions to any collections and 
may rapidly increase in value over the years. 


Proof Sets are sets of especially made coins that are 
struck only at the Philadelphia Mint. They are made 
from specially prepared planchets and are made on a 
special press using more pressure than for regular coins. 
The dies for proof coins receive a special polish which 
results in a mirror-like surface. 


Sets may be ordered direct from the Mint in Philadel- 
hia at a cost of $2.10 for each set. It is far best 
to order the set early in the year. RBroof sets are 
examples of the best that can be obtained in regards 
to coins as they show much more detail than the regu- 
larly issued coins, (To be continued )

There are many other fields of Numismatics to be cov- 
ered but I will just mention them in passing. Gold 

coins are a field in themselves as is paper money and 
fractional currency. Encased postage stamps and civil 


war tokens 


collectors, Trade tokens have been and are still uted 
in the place of money. Depression script, chits and 
coupens could also be classed in this area, 


One of the fields that have been usei in place of money 
that I find most interesting is the use of tokens for 
transportation purposes. This is a wide open field 
without too many collectors init. A token can be 

used for fare on busses, street cars, ferries, bridges, 
taxis, trollies and other forms of transvortation, 


In a set of coins most of them are alike except for the 
date and mint marks, where ina set of transportation 
tokens practically every item is different from the rest. 
Different metals, names of companies, cities, amount of 
fare or values and different sizes makes the difference. 
Sometimes letters are cut out from the background, or 
the background is cut away from the letter or letters. 
They can be solid or with a round, square, triangle 
hole, or slots cut in the token, Different inscriptions 
such as "Good for one Fare", "Half Fare", "School Fare", 
or "Children's Fare" are among the many types used, Por- 
traits, maps, buses, street cars, horse cars or other 
pictures can also be used, Once in a while you find 
commemorative transportation tokens and special one-use 
tokens, 


Most tokens are of the common variety and can be ob- 
tained quite reasonably in price. There is a National 
organization for collectors of transportation tokens. 
This is the American Vecturist Association founded in 
1948 and now has over 300 members at the vresent time, 
A catalog was vublisned by the A.V.A in 1958 and is 
quite popular among the collectors, 


History can be studied by the use of tokens, for example, 
a token used for a horse car of the 1880s may be among 
the only thing left of a long bankrupt company. Old 
tokens are being discovered from time to time which 
shows the mode of transportation of years past, They 
can tell what the fare was at a particular era in our 
history and sometimes even the route of a varticular 
line, names of the owner, treasurer at the time of issue, 
when a company was started and when the company raised

One of the interesting commemorative coins issued by 
the United States is the California-Pacific half dol- 
jar issued for tne Yalifornia-Pacific International Ex- 
position held here in San Diego in 1935 and 1936, 


Pictured on the obverse is Minerva, goddess of wisdom, 
holding a spear, In the background is a bear and the 
Golden Gate, Featured on the reverse is the observa- 
tion tower and the State of California building at the 
Exposition. Robert Aitken designed the coin which was 
struck at both the San Francisco and Denver mints, the 
San Francisco mint in 1935 and the Denver mint in 1936. 
They are both moderately priced so that all coin cole 
lectors may the pleasure of having them in their own 


collections, 
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FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


Here we are again --- another month has gone by and we 
are here to report on the additions to our Library, Mr. 
Arthur J. Vigneault (Frenchy to many of our readers), 
SDNS No, 110, has donated to our Library a copy of the 
"Moneys of the Bible" by R.S. Yeoman. We wish to ex- 
press our thanks to Mr, Vigneault for thie fine volume. 


"Moneys of the Bible” is an informative type of book, 

In Mr. Yeoman's words it is "an illustrated digest of 
the coinage of Biblical times with scriptural refer- 
ences," He goes on to add “It is not intended to be an 
exhaustive monograph complete with minute technical 
details of the early coirages." In his efforts to de- 
velop a standard preliminary to meny standard references 
on the subject, Mr, Yeoman has done a very creditable 
job. This will explain to a couple of our members why 
some of the coins mentioned in the Bible were not listed 
in this new work, This small book leads off with a dis- 
cussion of money before coinage to develop into a ser- 
ies of quotes from the Uld Testament on the use of sil- 
ver and gold as a standard of value. This is followed 
by a few pages on coined money of the Old Testament. 

Mr. Yeoman then reconciles the various money terminol- 
cgy of the Bible and quotes some parables in the les- 
eons of life where money is used as the example. From 
here on some epecific ccins were described from both 
Testaments along with the quotations of their use. For 
nearly every coin described in this book there is a 
photograph of the coin for the reader to better under- 
etand the text. This book is worthy of being on every 
one of our private bookshelves as well as in our club 
Library.

Reading and Dating Modern Chinese Silver Coins 
by Russel] Rulau, SDNS 583 


So much apathy attaches to the subject of properly 
identifying Chinese coins that I have decided to pub- 
lish here, in easy-to-read form, a few remarks about 
the subject which might prove interesting. Most Amer= 
ican collectors of Chinese coins, like myself, cannot 
read the Chinese language, but have managed to master 
enough characters representing numerals, places and 
proper names to place every coin they run in to in its 
proper place and time. There is no mystery to this, 
and a tremendous intellect is nct required; merely per- 
sistence and curiosity. 


Chinese silver coins, when they are dated at all, are 
dated in one of three major ways, First, and most 
complicated, are the dates of the Sexagenary (60-Year) 
Cycle. In this system, two Chinese ideograms (fig- 
ures) are combined to form a date-character. For ex- 
ample: 


- WU SHEN - or 1908 A.D. For the American 
collector, consulting the Sexasenery Cycle chart in 
Kann's "Illustrated Catalog of Chinese Coins", is nec- 
essary to translate Sexagenary Cycle dates to Christ- 
ian dates, The phctographs of the Sexagenary Cycle 
with this article are from Mr, Kann's book, "Illus- 
trated Catalog of Chinese Coins," 


With a minimum of practise, comparing the Cycle date- 
characters with the illustrations in the chart, you 
will find it relatively easy to date your coins, The 
two characters can normally be found on dragon-type 
silver coins on the obverse (Chinese) side at about 

3 and 9 o'clock, 


Other Chinese dragon coins are dated in the year of 
reign of the Emperor. As only two kmperors figure on 
most silver coins you are likely to find, they are 
given here: 


KUANG HSU (1875-1908) (pronounced GWAENG SKUO) 
E'SUAN TUNG (1909-1911) (pronounced SEWAEN DOONG) 
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Thus, the 33rd Year of Kuang rsu would be 1907, and 
the lst Year of Esuan Tung would be 1909, The dates 
are sometimes given in English in this system (for 
example: 34TH YEAR OF KUANG HSU often apvears), and 
also in Chinese numerals. "Modern World Coins" also 
contains a chart of the ten Chinese numerals you mus t 
learn to recognize. Kemember that Chinese inscrip-= 
tions are read backward, or right to left. 


These numerals can be found (in Hnglish) on the re- 
verse (dragon) side at the top, and (in Chinese) on 
the obverse (all Chinese writing) side at the top. 
Reading these dates is largely a matter of practise - 
a nowice collector can read them without the aid of 
charts in several days if he is willing to apply him- 
self. 


The third system is much like the second, Under the 
Chinese Kepublic (1912-1950), coins are dated in Years 
of the HKepublic. ‘These dates always occur in Chinese 
script only, normally on the obverse (heads) side at 
the top. The first Year of the Republic is 1912; the 
24th Year is 19325. Both dates occur frequently. 


Unfortunately, many kerublican coins are undated, so 
reference to a good catalog or consuttation with an 
advanced collector becomes necessary. 


Mention should be made here of the two Chinese silver 
issues which are dated differently than the three meth- 
ods which are shown here. ‘These are the Military Dol- 
lars of Szechvan Province of 1912 and the Communist 
Army issues, 1930-1934, The former use the dating in 
years of the Hepublic, but the numeral characters are 
different and unrecognizable by use of the numeral 
charts, ‘The latter (Communists) used the Christian 
date, but exvressed in Chinese numerals (read JBack-= 
wards), (Continued next month)

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FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


We all have had an onvnortunity to look over the beaue 
tiful displays and their collected ribbons and plaques 
at the Southern California Exposition and San Diego 
County Fair. Again we observe that our club display 
was worthy of a red ribbon for second award, as is pro- 
bably reported by our editor elsewhere in this sulletin.

first two chapters (of course with a little practice). 
Just for my own curiosity, 1 took some examples from 
the pages of Yeoman's Catalog of ‘odern World Coins 
for an exercise in the heraldry. The meanings of the 
designs seemed to really pop out when Mr. Craig's here 
aldry code is arrlied. after the iong history of the 
states and their rulers, only four pares are devoted 
to the general monetary history, In nis Chapter IV. 
In a one-page chavter on mintmarxs and mints, t>= 
reader is referred to another larger work, ‘The bock 
is then finisned with twenty-eight vages of glossary, 
charts and other appendixes, For 2 scx withcut any 
photorrapks of ccins, it certainly seems to be a r=. 
usatle volume for any collector of muropean coins or 
medals,

WHY DO I COLI2CT COINS? 
by M.P. Carey 


Why do I collect coins? Because I like them. They 
came early and are staying late. In the year 1889, 
on my 12th birthday, we moved in Chicago to a place 
known as "back of the yeards", a district near the 
stock yards. In that locelity there was a mixture 
of people from every county in Europe, some from hex= 
ico and South America, a few frem Asia and Africa, 


I scon learned that the other kids had strange look- 

ing money that they couldn't spend as the local store=- 
keepers would not acfevt them, It was a coin collectors 
paredise. The coins fascinated me. I1 readily traded 
my marbles for them. I left school in 1892 and that — 
aimost ended my collecting. The coins were put on the 
ton pantry shelf, but not forgotten. I must have had 
three cigar boxes full of copper, nickel and smal] 
siiver coirs, Within a month I got a job downtown 

and was getting real money for pay. 


One day a couple of vears later I found a man who made 
a living by buying and selling old coins, My love for 
coins reawakened, I sorted mine out and had about 
fifty varieties, The rest went to the dealer for a 
couple of cents each. Then I decided that I was going 
to collect one coin from a country, and only one, I 
now have about 400, I became a frequent visitor at 
the old coin shop and there rot acavainted with other 
collectors, There I met Mr, Wm. Jerrems Jr,, the 
first president of the A.N.A. and thru him I joined 
the Association, My number is 382. 


Now you ask "Why only one coin from a ccuntry?" To 

me there is 4 certain indefinable romentic fascinating

A coin from a far way land with a strange sounding name, 
whose language we don't understend, and whose pecple 
are different from us, Something that no United States

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READING AND DATING MODERN CHINESE SILVER COINS 
(Contimed ) by Russell Rulau, SDNS 583 


Legends on Chinese coins fall into three distinct cate- 
gories — those in English, Chinese and Manchu, The 
Manchu characters (which resemble nothing so much as 
worms standing on end and wiggling) should be disre- 
garded by American collectors, because they serve no 
useful purpose in attribution. 


Basically, all Chinese Imperial dragon coins contain, 

on the reverse side, a dragon and the name of the issu- 
ing province and the coin's weight in English. The 
phrase, so often seen on dollars, 7 MACE AND 2 CANDAREENS 
is the weight, not the denomination. There are ex= 
ceptions to this basic rule, but they are too complex 

to undertake here, 


The obverse almost invariably contains Chinese charac— 
ters only, and these say the same thing as their Eng- 
lish counterparts on the other side, The name of the 
Emperor is also given in the center of the field, and 
often encloses four Manchu characters which repeat the 
name. Here again are exceptions, especially on the 
issues of Tibet, Sinkiang and Kirin Province. 


Republican coins have a more "Western" look, in that 

the head of the President or other dignitary appears, 
and this is the obverse side, The reverse often con-= 
tains a wreath or symbols, as on Western coins, Usu= 
ally the denomination appears on the reverse in Chi- 

nese, Very few Republican coins contain English let- 
tering. 


The two Republicn coins most usually appearing in Amer- 
Sean collections are the Yuan Shi Kai 3rd Year dollar, 
showing the President in uniform facing left - and the 
"Memento" Dollar of Sun Yat Sen, undated, The latter 
is listed by almost all catalogs as struck in 1912. 
However, the 1912 issue is scarce, and most copies 
found here are the 1927 reissues. The reissue differs 
from the original in minor respects, requiring con- 
siderable research, 


The next most common pieces are the dollars of Yuan 
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Shi Kai dated 9th and 10th Years, and the Sun Yat Sen 
"junk" (Chinese sailing ship) dollars of the 22nd and 
23rd Years. None of the five pieces I've mentioned is 
worth more than $3.00 in uncirculated condition, al= 
though dealers who know less about Chinese coins than 
they should often attempt to charge more. 


All other Chinese dollars (and many minor silver pieces 
except those marked in English KWANGTUNG PROVINCE) are 
becoming very scarce, and there are a large number of 
extreme rarities. The most popular of the scarcer dol- 
lars are the Yuan Shi Kai dollars showing the President 
full-face with high feather cap, the famous "birds and 
Sun" variety of the "junk" dollars and the Kweichow 
Automobile Dollar. In BU the first two bring about 
$10.00 each; the last about $25.00. 


At these prices, all are far undervalued, The 1932 
"birds and sun" dollar exists in a maximum of 51,000 
copies, not counting destruction over the years and 
seizure of all the specimens in China itself by the 
Communists. At a rough guess, I believe there are 
not more than six to eight thousand available in the 
world. 


The high feather cap pieces (two different reverses) 
probably exist in something like twenty to fifty thoue= 
sand copies each, The automobile dollar, only about 
ten thousand copies. The auto dollar, incidently, is 
sought after by all collectors as being the world's 
only dollar showing as the main device, an automobile, 


Collectors should not be discouraged by Chinese coins - 
they offer far less difficulty’ in translation and at- 
tribution than is generally suvposed, and the field of 
Chinese coins offers an imposing array of rarities 
which can be "found" at reasonable prices,

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FROM THE BOOKSHELF 


At our August meeting we had two excellent donations 
arrive for the clvb Library. The first to reach us was 
two Numismatic Notes and Monographs No's 129 and 130, 
"Chemical Compesition of Parthian Coins" by Earle R, 
Caley and "Studies in the Numismatic History of Geor- 
gia in Transcaucasia" by David M, lang. This pair of 
volumes was sent by Mr. Clyde L. Grimm, SDNS No. 576 
and were accompanied by a copy of the small booklet 
on the American Numismatic Society of New York who 
printed the volumes. The second donation was by Mr, 
R.E. Glass, SDNS No, 602 and was fourteen issues of 
the Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine. We wish to thank 
both of you gentlemen for these very fine volumes, 


For a review volume tonight, I have chosen the "Studies 
in the Numismatic History of Georgia in Transcaucasia" 
by David M, lang, This is a volume written with a view 
to acquainting numismatists with some of the history 

of coinage of an area we seldom hear of in our usual 
progress of numismatics, The Georgian area of Trans- 
caucasia was a kingdom extending over nearly twenty 
centuries with a rich numismatic heirtage. In his ine 
troduction to the book, Mr. lang runs rather quickly 
through the centuries of Georgia's history to lay a bit 
of a background for his developments in the later Chap- 
ters. In chapter two is a start on the Georgian coin- 
age of 400 B.C. with the description and discussions 

of some samples in the ANS collection, this period he 
calls the Classical period. Other periods of Georgian 
history outstanding in the coinage covered in the book 
are: (1) the period of Sasanian and Arab Domination, 
(2) the Golden Age of the Bagratids, (3) Georgia under 
the Mongols, (4) Georgia and the Empire of the Trebi- 
zond, (5) the Post-Timurid period, (6) Georgia and the 
Safavis, (7) the House of Mukhran, (8) Under Ottoman

As each coin has its special 
engraving and heraldic features, its veauty cannot be 
duplicated, 


Judging a coin for its beauty is very much the same as 
man and woman or boy and girl finding some common inte- 
rest in love for each other. 


For example you may see a very beautiful young girl, 
tall and slender, marry a short pudgy built, ugly 100k- 
ing man, You wonder what has attracted each to the 
other, Only the mystery of love and the beauty of 
love can answer that question. The same is with the 
beauty of a coin. You may have a coin that was given 
to you by your great srandfather, or it may have been 
found after long diligent searck throvgh thousands of 
dollars worth of coins. Then you run into a coin that 
has ugly features, has worn out dress apvearance, the 
lettering is worn away and the other reading on the 
coin may not be so sharp. Yet to you this is the most 
beautiful coin and as most of us save U.S. coins, we 
have such a rich heritage of dynamic panoramic history. 
Naturally your instinct would be to save a beautiful 
coin and such coin could be either a Lincoln cent, a

"The Story of the American Banknote Company" by Will- 
jam H. Griffiths. We wish to express our thanks to Mr. 
Grimm for such a superb volume. Also added to our 
shelves is a copy of Lowe's Hard Times Tokens. This 
later volume is added as a purchase authorized by the 
Board of Directors, as result of several requests by 
the members. 


In examining the volume donated to the Library this 
month, one thought came to my mind: a true mumismatist 
is most surely interested in this book! It is an in- 
formative book on the history of the company whose name 
we know well. A map is used to show the 115 countries 
for which banknotes have been made by this company.

The beautiful designs were drawn by our own member, Ro- 
bert J. Brosch, They are striking in appearance and 
are symbolic of San Diego. The obverse shows a figure 
of a Greek goddess holding a pair of olive branches 
around the figure of 25, which represents the 25 years 
that the San Diego Numiemtic Society has existed. Be 
low the seated figure is a coin album signifying the 
seience of numismatics. Around the edge of the medal 
is the name of the San Diego Numismatic Society and the 
dates, 1937 - 1962. 


The city of San Diego is represented by the figures on 
the reverse. On the top of the medal is shown the bel- 
fry from the Mission San Diego De Alcala, the first of 
many missions founded by Fray Junipero Serra in July 
16, 1769. On each side of the reverse are two pillars 
from the Spanish pillar dollar. In the middle of the 
medal is shown a sailing ship, the San Salvador, the 
flagship of Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo. He discovered 
San Diego on September 28, 1542. Filling out the bot- 
tom of the medal are two dolphins indicating the de- 
pendency on the sea by the port of San Diego. 


Only one thousand medals will be struck by the Medallic 
Art Company of New York, the foremost firm of medalists 
in this country. The dies will be defaced after the 
thousand medals are struck and will become part of the 
Club's coin collection. The size of the piece will be 
1 9/16 inches in diameter which is slightly larger than 
@ silver dollar. It will be made of sterling silver 
and will be thicker than a dollar. The edge will be 
pla@in and each piece will be numbered serially. JEach 
medal will be packaged in an individual case and will 
be accompanied by a printed brochure describing the me- 
dal and the San Diego Numismatic Society. 


The price of $6.00 for each medal includes handling, 


postage and mailing. These medals are being sold on @ 
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conscription basis and as soon as we know that we have 
the money, we will have the medals struck.
